GERMANS ARE CAUSTIC
ABOUT U. S. LATEST NOTE

Amsterdam. Holland, April 2. Re-
garding secretary of state Bryan's an-
swer to the recent memorandum sent
tiv count von Bernstorff, the German
ambassador at Washington, the Berlin
newspapers received nere made the
following comments.

She does not trouble bout
the possible food requirements of Ger-
many: this also Is done from a love
of neutrality."

GERMANY IS POURING TROOPS
INTO THE FRONT NEAR YPRES
London. Eng., April 24. Germ in y is

rushing reinforcements through Bel-
gium to the western battle front, pre-
paring an attempt to break through the
allied lines near Tares, which is thekey to Calais on the French coast, ac-
cording to the military correspondent
of the Daily' Mail He adds:

"If theGerman report of the capture
or four heavy guns is true, the enemy
must have made an advance of at least
two or three miles, as heavy guns never
are placed near the front and oftan are
four or five miles behind the advanced
trenches.

"The Germans still are bringing up
large reinforcements, throwing "veryavailable man into the gap. They haveprobably half a million men available
without depleting the eastern front andmany men might be spared from Po-
land, where the roads render military
operations impossible for the present."

LUXEMBURG SAYS GERMANS
SEIZE RELIEF SUPPLIES

Luxemburg, by way of Geneva andParis, April 24. Grand duchess Mariiof Luxemburg, has sent an officialprotest to Berlin against the method
of distribution of food supplies which
is said to have resulted in bringing
nearly half of her subjects to the verso
of starvation. She states that gifts offood, money and clothes have beensent to Luxemburg from from all parts
of the world, but that only a small part
of the gifts reached the civilian popu-
lation. She also says that the Germanarmy is requisitioning provisions in ex-
change for scrip. ,

SEES WIFE AND CHILDREN DROWN
EAST PRUSSIA

IS DEVASTATED

Towns Pillaged by Russians;
Thousands Are Homeless

and Hundreds Dead.
Koenigsburg. East Prussia, April 24.

East Prussia, adjoining the Russian
.border, is a scene of desolation, death
and suffering as a result of Russian in-

vasions. It is a region of wrecked
towns, ruined and pillaged farms, and
of villages, tenanted by birds of car-
rion. Thousands of people, terror
erased, are homeless. The damage in
money is estimated at hundreds of
thousands, if not millions.

Memel a City of Pear.
Less than 72 hours after the Rus-

sians had wrecked the town of Kernel,
only to leave it and 171 of their num-
ber dead when German reinforcements
arrived, the Associated Press' corres-
pondent reached the isolated commu-
nity to find it a veritable city of fear.
only partly hardeifed by the presence J

Along every road within miles of Me-
mel were hundreds "of wagons full of
fugitives, hurrying with what they had
been able to save from their homes be-
fore the invaders, crushing into the
large centers of population to the south
and westward. Their numbers were
added to the thousands who earlier had
fled in similar fashion and now are
quartered all oyer Germany, until the
time may be ripe for them to go back
to the ruins of their homes.

Only Rains Are Left.
Along a line of ISO miles 'as the crow

sian border, there now remains only a
succession of miss.

Through a waste of. partly ruined
villages the way lee to Tilsit, once held
by the Russians under grand duke
Nicholas, the Russian commander In
ehief.

Though nominally a city, Memel is
really a large town, with the one main
street common to towns everywhere.

therewere thousands of regular troopsr
The two hotels were full of officers and
the streets swarmed with both soldiers
and sailors, for in the harbor lay cruis-
ers and torpedo boats that had been
sent hastily to Memel to bombard the
Russians as they retreated.

A whole army corps, however, would
not have served to calm the town com-
pletely. Its inhabitants had suddenly
been awakened to what the war really
meant. Its mayor lay in the hospital,
desperately ill from a bayonet wound.
Between S00 and 800 of the population
ot the cltv and the environs nan neen
carried off by the retreating forces.
Shops were wrecked and pillaged.

Says Rnsalana Can Shoot.
The route led back to Tilsit, still

choked with refugees. Ever and again
there would appear long wagon trains
of ammunition and supplies bound for
some noint along the long fighting line,
and once in a while batteries of artil
lery plowing through 'he deep mud.

A artillery officer,
plodding along toward the hospital in
Tilsit asked permission to ride and
told the tale of the previous day's bat-
tle. His company, called in an emer
gency to act as infantry and help de
fend a position near we border, naa
been badly broken up by what he de-

scribed as a villainous machine gun
fire.

"These Russians certainly can shoot,"
he declared. "I've put in a good many
years as artilleryman and don't mind
artillery fire. Neither is infantry fire
disconcerting, aai oeiiver me irom ine
machine funs. It's awfuL Out of Si of
us, they killed six with bullets from
a flank fire, and severely wounded a
lot more. But we held that position.

Pllballen la Wrecked.
The rain turned to a blinding snow,

through which the automobile slipped
and slithered on its way from Tilsit to
Pilkalen.

Only Carrion Crows There.
Schirwindt's only living "inhabi-

tants" are flocks of carrion crows thatwere devouring the carcasses of the
horses killed in the battle there.

birds rose in black clouds as the auto-
mobile approached and circled overhead
until it was gone.

In all Schirwlndt there remains only
one object that has not been partly or
entirely destroyed a little public foun-
tain surmounted by a bronze figure,
sheltered by the church. The last in-
habitant has fled, for none of the
houses are habitable.

Further south lies Goldap. which
was reached only after plowing through
snow drifts late In March with the
aid of Russian prisoners and their
shovels.

Although the advance of the Germans
was considerable, extending, according
to Berlin dispatches, over a front of
five miles, French, Belgian and Britlsa
forces the French occupying the cen-
ter, the Belgians the left and the Brit-
ish the right of the line immediatelv
initiated a counter attack, the result of
which was to compel the Germans to
give up some of the ground they had
taken, and force them in a northeaster-
ly direction toward Langemarck, from
which place the attack started.

Just as the Germans have been bat-
tering the Tpres salient held by the
allies, so the French continue their
pressure at St. Mihiel with some sac-ces- s.

The campaign in the east continues
at a standstill.

Canadians Fight BrllHaatly.
The war office today gave out the

following note:
The fight for the ground Into which

the Germans penetrated between Steen-straat- e

and Langemarck. Belgium, still
continues The loss of this part of the
line laid bare the left of the Canadian
division which was forced to fall back
m order to keep in touch with the right
of the neighboring troops.

"In the rear of the latter had been
four Canadian 4.7 guns which thus
passed into the hands of the enem
But some hours later the Canadians
made a most brilliant and successful
advance, recapturing these guns anltaking a considerable number of Ger-
man prisoners, including a colonel.

"The Canadians had many casualties
but their gallentry and determination
undoubtedly saved the situation. Their
conduct has been magnificent through-
out."

Say AHled Attack Fall.
The German general headquarters at

Berlin today gave out the following of-
ficial statement:

"Attempt made by the enemy to re-
conquer lost terrain to the north and
northeast of Tpres. (Belgium) Fridav
failed. The French and British attacks
broke down under tbe German fire.

Prisoners Total 2470.
"The number of prisoners French,

English and Belgian rose to 2470. The
pieces of cannon captured up to thi
present total 35. In addition a large
number of machine guns and rifles and
much ammunition and other war ma-
terial were taken by the Germans. West
of the Tpres canal the Germans stormed
the town of Loserne.

"In the champagne region, the Ger-
mans blasted an enemy trench. Near
Beaosejofferme. the French shelled
their own trenches with artillery

"Between the Meuse and the Mr sell e.
French attacks failed. The enemy who
had entered the German trenches wera
ejected.

"In the forest of Le Pretre, the Ger-
mans made progress.

"In the Vosges there were no war
operations on account ot the fog and
snow.

"In the eastern war arsna. there is
no change in the situation."

Aaphyxtattac Bombs Caed.
The French war department today

gave out the following statement:
"Supplementary reports furnish fuiitr

particulars of the way the Germans
succeeded in forcing our lines back
during Thursday evening to the north
of Tpres betwen the Tser canal and
the Pool Capelle road. Thick lellow
smoke emitted from the German
trenches and. driven by northerly
winds, produced an effect of complete
asphyxiation among our troctos, which
was felt even in our second line posi-
tions.
